A most satisfactory B size, average 6!/, by 4 inches; 
color Mimosa yellow heavily blushed mauve. Won 
American Home Achievement, Chattanooga; A.D.S. 
Sweepstake Award, Birmingham, Certified South Atlantic 
Trial Gardens. On Eastern and Southern Honor Rolls. 

Note: We first noticed this dahlia in our gardens in 
1951. It was planted in a section next to a woodland, 
where the dahlias had had no rain for weeks, poor soil, 
from encroaching tree roots, and a late infestation of 
red spider due to excessive heat, and no moisture. Though 
all the other plants were practically destroyed, this one 
held three blooms on bushes that were green and healthy, 
and no sign of red spider, though the one next to it was 
dead. We showed the two best, since it was two years old, 
for the first time that year and won with them. 
Each year since we have planted this variety, given it 
no special care, and each time it has come through with 
flying colors. Given care, water, and fertilizer the color 
is greatly intensified, but neglect it, and it still comes 
through nicely. A grand B, excellent for cutting, and good 
blooming habits. Stems well proportioned to hold flower, 
very little disbudding. Try it, you will like it.

Certified 85.2 at Long 
Island in 1956. On Dudley’s and Faust’s Honor Rolls, 
and Webb's review. Plants 1.50 net 
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DOTTY (Haugh-Rocky River) A real gem for the miniature 
class. This yellow formal has everything a good minia- 
ture should have. Light yellow. Full centered flowers 
which are almost ball shaped with good substance. 
Handles well tor commercial cutting, too. Always under 
four inches, averaging about three. Early and very 
DLOltic. Plants 2.00 net 


ELDORADO (Gaylord-Dahl). B SC E Bloom 8 x 4. Bush 
5 ft. Most outstanding in the trial grounds and Mr. 
Gaylord’s garden. A bi-color of lovely marigold orange 
deepened with lines of capsicum red, with long white 
tips. Nothing like it. Long straight stems and dark 
foliage. Certified in 4 trials, on Mr. Dudley's Honor 
Roll and Mr. Webb's review. Very satisfactory in the 
east wherever grown in the last two years.

PIEDMONT JEWEL (Faust-Rocky-River) An eight inch, full 
petalled lavender semi-cactus with unusual depth. A 
variety that will have very little to compete with. Excel- 
lent stems hold flowers above the tall plants. Strikingly 
good form, and except for occasional long centers, 
every bloom stands out on the plant as a sure winner. 


Note: We saw this dahlia growing in the introducers 
garden, and again on the show table, shown by the 
originator. We liked the one shown by Mr. Faust better, 
as finer in form than the one in the north. Growth was 
excellent in the introducers garden. A very fine flower.
